Bluefields, W. Va.. Oct. 4. 
As the 
result of an explosion at the shaft of 
the West Fork mines of the Pocahontas 
colliery company, where the explosion 
of 1902 occurred, in which Superintend­ 
ent O’Malley and sixteen others lost 
their lives, 75 men are supposed to be 
entombed. 
Tmo rescue parties have entered the 
mines and up to ll o clock last night 
two men named Colbert and God ash 
have been rescued and revived. 
The mine is reported to be on tire 
and the work of rescue is retarded. 
The cause of the explosion is not 
known. 
Great excitement prevails 
in the 
neighborhood of the mines. 
Crowds ol 
men, women and children remain about 
the drift mouth anxiously awaiting 
news of relatives and friends among 
the missing. 
The explosion took place in what is 
known as the St. Paul entry of the 
mine. 
Reports of the number of entombed 
! men vary from GO to PH). 
The lack of Brattice cloth helps to 
retard the work of rescue and a carload 


of it is being hurried forward on a spe­ 
cial train from Bluefields 
The definite results of the explosion 
will not be known for perhaps twelve 
hours. 
The force of the explosion was hard­ 
ly noticeable at the mine’s mouth, as 
the entry in which it occurred is two 
and a half miles in the mountains. 
A number of men in the south mine 
were almost suffocated before they w ere 
rescued.

FO R TU N ES OF STAGE STARS. 


Few Have Left Large Sums at Their 
Death. 


Some interesting facts 
concerning 
th** relation betw een stage fame and 
w ealth have been brought forward by 
an English observer. 
Probate of the 
will of the late H enry Irving, recently 
granted to his two sons, caused the 
investigation to be made. 
The gross 
value of the Irving estate was found 
to be only $102,600. 
The size of the Irving fortune, or. 
rather, its lack of size, caused very 
general com m ent, for it w as presum ed, 
of course, that the famous English 
actor had am assed a 
great 
estate. 
W hat is true iii this most recent case. 
however, has been similarly true 
of 
other actors. 
Although they have re ­ 
ceived large incomes, seldom at their 
death have they left 
l a r g e fortunes. 
They spend money generously, even 
lavishly, and usually give 
w henever 
they arc* asked to the cause of various 
charities. 
It seems, m oreover, that it 
is tin* custom in th** theatrical profes­ 
sion to declare that an actor receives 
much m ore than he 
actually 
does. 
This iii Itself causes him 
to 
spend 
recklessly, for If he would not he con­ 
sidered niggardly lie m ust live up to 
what the general public believes his 
income to be.

Allow three pints of fruit for th© 
filling of one quart jar.

Cover, and watch carefully, 
and as soon as they reach th e boiling 
point rem ove the kettle from th e fire, 
filling the ja r to within one eighth of 
an inch of the top, filling this space 
with berries dipped 
from the 
juice. 
W ipe all juice from the top of tbe can. 
adjust the ru b b er (it is well to put 
the rubber on before filling) and lc r e w 
on th e lid as tight as possible. 
Invert 
th e can and let rem ain thus for a few 
m inutes; exam ine, and if any should 
be found leaking around the lid, take 
a sm all ham m er or knife-handle 
and 
pound all around the edge of the lid, 
especially pounding down w here the 
leak appears, taking pains to have the 
striking done on the lid and rubber 
alone. 
R epeat this, until no leak ap­ 
pears, then let the ja rs stand, inverted. 
until perfectly cool, advises a w riter 
in the home departm ent of T he Com 
inoner. 
If the ja r continues to leak, 
open, em pty the contents, reheat, and 
try ano th er lid; or it may be the rub­ 
ber th a t is a t fault, but generally, the 
lid is ill-fitting. 
W rap the cans in 
thick paper when putting them away. 
as th e light affects the color of some 
fruits, and spoils the flavor of others. 
One of the very best helps in c a n ­ 
ning tim e is a steam cooker; or an 
old-fashioned steam er is just as good 
The ja rs m ay be filled with the un­ 
cooked fruit, the top put on loosely 
an d .ste a m e d until hot through, filling 
part of the jars with the contents of 
others, as th e berries 
se ttle 
down 
when heated. 
The sam e care m ust b© 
taken to have the fruit "boiling hot" 
in the ja r as when canning by cook­ 
ing it In a kettle. 
It keeps Its "looks'* 
m uch b ette r when canned by steam , 
and does not so much as 
lose 
its 
shape. 
W hen cooked thus, no w ater 
is added to the fruit when the ja r is 
filled— the fruit, aided by the st i*ra, 
will m ake its own juice. 
T he w ater 
under th e steam e r or in the cooker 
m u st be boiling briskly when the jars 
are set In. and it m ust not be allowed 
to c e a s e frorfi boiling while the jars 
are inside. 
It is th e 
steam 
which 
cooks, and th ere m ust be plenty of it.

P erhaps th e m ost unusual glass m ade 
piece of all is a rolling-pin hollow, and

. To Clean Matting. 
To clean m atting it should b© first 
sw ept thoroughly with a stiff broom, 
following the grain of the straw , then 
sw ept across th e grain w ith 
a 
9 0 ft 
broom th a t has been dipped in w*-m 
w ater in which a handful of salt has 
been 
dissolved. 
N othing 
brightens 
colored m atting so m uch as the salt 
and. m oreover, it goes far to prevent 
it fading. 
T he light-colored m atting 
should be w ashed in w ater In which 
borax-has been dissolved. If any g rease 
spots are noticed before th e m atting 
is cleansed cover them w ith a m ixture 
of prepared chalk wet with turpentine, 
which, a fte r being allowed to rem ain 
on for tw o days, should be rem oved 
with a stiff brush. 
In the event of th e 
g rease having sunk in about one-eighth 
of w ashing soda added to the m ixture 
will be effectual. 
Sw eet milk Is said 
to keep th e m atting in a good sta te of 
preservation and it is only necessary 
to use the application about 
once 
a 
year.

F o r shrinking linen th e following in ­ 
structions have been found to be very 
satisfactory; First, after a b athtub has 
been carefully dusted fill it about q u a r­ 
te r full 
w ith clear 
cold 
w ater.

should be first filtered if It Is a t ail 
dark or 
cloudy. 
Then, leaving 
the 
linen in its folds, w rap it in a clean 
towel and allow it to rem ain in th© 
w ater over night. 
W hen taken out in 
th e m orning do n ot w ring th e w ater 
from it, but leaving It still folded bang 
it up dripping. It will tak e som e tim© 
to dry, but th e m aterial will be thor­ 
oughly shru n k en and will not need to 
be pressed.
